T he new ordinance is the same as 
the old, w'ith the exception tha t the 
territory where saloons may be con­ 
ducted in Demonttown is limited « o 
the west side of Depot avenue from 
Seventh street to 250 feet south. T he 1 
old ordinance, and the one now in 
force, allows saloons on either side | 
of Depot avenue from 
Sixth street 
south of ihe Northwestern right of 
wav. 
T he proposed ordinance, if passed, 
it is said, will prevent the consum­ 
mation of a big deal which has been 
hanging fire for some time and which 
if it went through, would entail the 
expenditure of considerable 
money 
in improvements. The contemplated 
change was the removal of one 
of 
the Dementtown saloons to ;he cor­ 
ner room now occupied by Siebolt’e 
confectionery store, 
and it
